We Vote “No” on Referendum No. 1 


After hearing inany arguments for and against the Sharkey 
ou control measure we have decided we shall vote against this 
proposition, which will appear on the ballot next Tuesday as 
referendum measure No. 1. While this proposition is being 
played up by the major oil companies as an oil conservation 


measure, it appears to be nothing more or less than an oil con- 




















trol measure--and that means that the major coneerns will do 
the coutrolling if the measure receives enough ‘* Yes’’ votes by 
the people of California 

In the first place we cannot see why there is any real neod 
for oi! conservation. ‘Those interested in oil control state there 
is, but judging by the immense amount of that commodity in 
many parts ol ountry it will be many years before such a 
precaution is neeessary—if ever. Will not the same conditions 
which have produced this oil in the past continue to do so in 
the future \ ls { are to believe what we read there 
have been a number of oil substitutes patented, some of which 
will give much more mileage in automobile travel. What has 
become of these? There must be some party or parties inter- 
ested in the oil business who see to it that they do not get on 
the market 

It seems to us that the greatest consideration is as to 
whether this control bill protects the public interest, meaning 
the rights and welfare of the people of California. The publie 
ig interested in the price it will have to pay for gasoline and 
other oil products and if the major oil companies get control 
of the industry in the state we believe there is no question that 
we would have to pay mere for gasoline. These major oil com- 
panies have alread) tried Lo raise the price by combinations 
and agreements among themselves. This price fixing attempt 
was stopped by the Sherman anti-trust act when last September 
the federal court in San Francisco decided they entered into a 
conspiracy in violation of the act. The public will undoubtediy 
pay more for gasoline should this measure receive a favorable 
vote. 

In too many instances during the past control by eommis- 
sions, ete., has been detrimental to the public at large. Graft 
has resulted when such large publie utilities have been under 
the control of a few persons and there would mple oppor 
tunity for such ae ndit on if this oil control measure became 
a law And agai why should the oil industry be controlied 
anv more fl irmer, da n and other producers be 
told just | i they should or should not prodtice or sell?
